UFO H.^EUVERS IMTELLUGEJIT?

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The answer to the balloon and natural phenooenoa thocay on UPO*s risy lie In the fact t? 
the r€n>orted and fUned iianeuvers of the UF0*8 are.sixvly too intelligent^appeaiing to 
be such “blind" phenonena as those nentioned above, (not jrepxlntod) 


There are sevonbeon basic naneuvers that hove been attribuifced to the UFO's, six of wMt 
appear on this issues cover, (see above right drawings). Do they appear inteUl^ient? * 
omy one such naneuver is noted the intelligence of any of these Is debatable, Iloneves 
in nojy instances, UFO's have been observed to voiy their speed and direction, os an 
intelligently controlled exnft would be expected to do. 


Sane UFO naneuvers have appeared to bo “fantastic" feats of naneuverability, such as a 
UFO Qoving at a hi^ speed abruptly naking a ninety degree turn. This woiad seen to 
indicate not only an intelligerit naneuver, but a naneuver initiated by an inteUigenoe 
of a texy high order, 3h fam, an inteUigenoe of technological 8t:g>erloxity to anythi 
on earth. 


Tbe neteor explanation seens to be brought into effect in the case of UFO's novlng in r 
straight line at a groat spoedi Ilcncvor, this is not i^eeeasarily proof that such a 
oouxwo would indicate a neteor. It is true in a najorlty of oases, objects of intense 
brightness and rapid speed following a stxnlght path would be only a m^or streaking 
into our atnosphurdc layer above the earth. But we oust bo oorol^ not to wrlto off m 
reports 08 neteors witluiut first checking the trojootory of the object. If the plane < 
the object was extrenely flat, the objoot night bo a UTO, although it shotdd be noted 
that it islnot entirely inpossiblo for a neteor to travel (or appear to travel) on a 
flat plane. 

The Maneuvers f the UFO's vdll probably prove to be a vital part of the proof that the 
UFO's are iitbelldgonfcly controllod. Careful studios of this subject nust bd nade if m 
are to capitalize on this point In ear fight for rooognltlnn of UPO reality. 
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
